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¢ Private Postoffices.”

The federal authorities in New York
city have been making a raid upon what
are known as the private postoflices Lthere,
and propose to suppress certain long es
tablished institutions which are in the
business of distributing by carriers and
messengers large quantities of postal
matter which they who have tocirculate
it find that they can send out more
cheaply by this private service than by
the postoffice agencies. It is not, per-
haps, generally known that the postal
law prohibits the establishment of any
“ private express for theconveyance of
letters or packets, which in any manner
cause or provide for the conveyance 0l
the same by regular trips at stated
periods, over any post route which is, or
may be, established Ly law ; or from 2oy
city, town or place to any other
city, town or place between which
the mail is regularly carried,” under
a penalty of $150 for those who
establish it and of $50 fine for any
one who patronizes it. The reason for
such prohibition, it is claimed, lies in
the fact that the average rates of postage
established by the government are fouwd-
ed on a consideration alike of Lhe profits
in delivering letters in populous com-
munities and between near points and
that of sending them to far distant sta-
tions ; and these laws are ** Lo prevent
people from calling on the postotlice to
do their expensive work, such as carry
ing letters to New Mexico, Arizona and
Dakota, and employing private agents
to do the inexpensive work.” Defore
there were letter carriers such dispatches
and azencies existed in the large cilies
by the toleration of the law, but nowall
the streets of a city over which the car-
riers pass are regarded as a postal route
and come within the inhibition. This
regulation by the government, or the
construction put upon it by the federal
autorities, does notl seem reasonable, es-
pecially in view of the high rates of drop
letter postage. Notwithstanding the
reduction of ordinary letter post-
azge, soon to take effect, from
three Lo Lwo cents, the riate for
city letters is to remuain at two,
and it is easy to see how merchants and
other business men can much botler
afford to hire carriers speciully todeliver
circulars or letters in Jarge quantities
than to send them through the postotlice.
A man can deliver thousands of these in
a day and at one-lifth the cost that the
postoffice charges. 1f il inay be permitted
individuals to do Lhis on their own ac-
count there is no good reason for pro
hibiting agencies which make a business
of it. The firms in New Y ork who have
built up a large interest, by delivering
mail at one cent for which the govern-
ment charges two conts,  will not
give it up without a lezal resistance, in
which they will be supported by the
mercantile community whom they ac-
commodate. The government will have
to show some better reason than that il
takes money from the postal department
to make popular this regulation against
the private messaze deliveries. The ex
press companies, the telegriph lines and
the district messenger systcems all come
into competition with the postoflices,
but that is no good reason lor their sup-
pression, It is doubtful whether the
government ought to interfere with or
undertake anything that can be done
more cheaply and better by private en-

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Vanderbilt’s Retirement.

Mr. Vanderbilt strips himself of his
dignities and starts for BEurope. Mr.
Gould has buiit himself a yacht and pro-
poses to go abroad. It looks somewhat
a8 though these linan ial magunales were
fleeing from the wrath to come. It may
be that they simply are philosoplhers,
who think they have worked long
enough and have made money enougl:,
and are entitled to the enjoyment of
their ease. DBut, considering the avidity
with which they have pursued their
money-getting schemes, there is ground
for the suspicion that they think
there is prolit as well us
ease in lying on their oars for
a season. Mr. Vanderbilt some time
ago showed an appreciation of govern-
ment bonds as an investment which was
remarkable for a man who had so great
facilities for making large interest on
his capital. There is no reason to donbt
his shrewdness and wisdom in worldly
matters, since he has been eminently
suecessful in conducting them : and it
does not appear that he is disposed Lo
wilhdraw his alttention from the consid-
cration of money making matters, since
he 18 actively engaged in projecting new
lines of railroad. It is only with the
conduct of the affairs of the old corpor-
ationsthat lie,and his father before him,
managed and milked,that he disconnects
himself. IIe seems to want fresh fields
and pastures new. DPerhaps the old cor-
porations are so well established that he
thinks there is no further glory to be
had in administering them, or perhaps he
finds that there is more cream to be
gathered on his new ventures than from
the watered old ones.

In retiring from his presidencies Mr.
Vanderbilt prudently forbore to partie-
ularly say what actuated him : he was
prudent in this because his reputation
for veracity would not have secured crc-
dence to his explanations. The public
will judge from his acts. Their inter-
pretation is really not diflicult. It isas
clear now as it was when he sold New
York Central stock and bought govern-
ment bonds, and then went heavily into
new railroad enterprises, that Mr. Van-
derbilt considers almost anything a bet-
ter property to hold than the heavily
capitalized railroads which are called
upon to meet the competition of young,

vigorous and lightly loaded rivals.
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IN someof the western counties where
deadlocks and perilous political situa-
tions have ensued from the conflicts
arising out of Lhe conferee system of
making a nomination for several coun-
ties, the politicians are discussing the
substitution of the Ohio system, which
leaves the selection of congressional can-

the several counties. This is a decided
improvement on the conferee system.

The Strikes. -
Of course the newspapers now are
calling forarbitration in the strikes and
threatened sirikes. Senator Wallace's
brand new Lill is summoned to the front,
Buat it is not apparent that there is
much of an opening for it in this emer-
gency. The sole question between.the
employers and ewmployed is as to the
value of their labor. Ia the iron trade
the manufacturers say that they can.
not afford to pay more wages than
they offer. If this be true, they
obviously cannot agree to abide
by the opinion of arbitrators to the
contrary. If they do not know best
what they can afford to pay.they know
best. at least, what thev will pay : and
as they appear to have unanimously
miade up their minds on Lhe sutject they
ive no need for asking the opinion of
arbitrators. If the employed are un-
willing to accept the terms ofiered
them, the alternative is a cessation of
work. This is i free country in which
no man can be compelled either to give
or lake [or Libor more or less than he
pleases. A strike is the natural result of
a disagreement s Lo the value of labor,
and the state bas no  particular  con-
cern with iy, so long as there is
no breach of the peace. The iron man-
ufactories may as well be idle when their
work isunprolitable, and it is quite cer-
tain that they will only be idle then.
The workmen umay as well enjoy their

leisure as employ themselve: i anen 'y
able labor, provided theyv eon ool
the luxury. When theyeannot, 1w w0
go to work at wazes that will =00 7 e

labor profitable.

THE UASEOF HESEE NEWTUN.

An Episcopsl Joursal Ualls for Judgmest
—Vartous Matters of Denomins-
tonal interest.

Episcopul Register.

Rev. Heber Newton, of New York, has
been formally presented to the bishop for
trial. Whether the bishop will proceed
to a trial or guash the indictment remains
tobe seen. He bas it in his power to do
either. We think the presenters have
made a mistake. Mr. Newton has un-
doubtedly taught false ductrines, and, we
believe, dangerous doctrinea. But be has
done so rather by implication than in
form In order for a preacher to lay
himself vpen to trial for heresy it is
necessary that he should have a clear
intellectual mnotion of what the truth
is from which he wilfully departs
If this knowledge is lacking, he is
rather to be labored with as indoctus than
to be proceeded against as heretical, In
this case there is every evidence that the
offender is wanting in that knowledge of
the truth which makes wilful heresy
possible. There is no iudication in the
whaole scope of Mr. Newton's much pub-
lished dehiverances that he has ever grasp
ed the Catholic doctrine as the place and
function of the oly Scriptures, He has
simply gone from the extreme right to the
extreme left. We very much doubt if he
is any more—or any less—heretical to-day
than Lo was in an opposite direction 20
years ago. I[n some cises heresy is plaiuly
recognizable, being  defined in advance.
In others it is excecdingly difficult to makoe
up a case, We think this question of the
place and funetiou of the lloly Seriptures

is one of the most unfortunate
possible upon  whieh to make an
issue,  J€ the case bhe pressed, we

conlidently predict that the very bost
which miy bo hoped for will be the Scoteh
vordizy of * not guilty, but don’t do it
coim’ A Lol for herosy, then, issimply
st for breseh of contraet. It is not a
diestion as to whether the utlerances of
the Rev. Mr. Newton are in themselves
true or Lilse, but whether thoy are such as
the Protestant Episcopal church allows or
disallows, In case this should be decided
in the negavive, no injustice is duno the
accused, e is simply foreed Lo do what
an honurable man shoukl do without
forcing, (. ¢., to choose whelher ho wili
retain  the position and respectability
which the church gives to bim on certaiu
conditions ; or whethor he shall give up
his position when he discovers that he
cannot fullill the conclitions. 1lis charac-
ter, his reputation, the truth er falsity of
the belief, all theso romain absolutely un-
touched. There is a disagreement, and
‘judgment’ bas been called for. We
think it would have been better not to ask
judgment in this case, but now that it has
been asked for, the wmpire is on trial. Jiot
us bave jud:zment.”

BLEEDING CANDIDATES,

For the Beoefit of the Ulergy.

It bas been a very geueral custom for
church people when candidates for oflice
were iu the fiekl to call on them for sub-
seriptions for the purpose of assisting to
build a church, pay for repairs or to assist
in paying off a debt previously contracted.
Sv common has been this practice in this
section of country that promivent candi-
dates for offico have counted as an impor-
tant item of their expensss the contribu-
tions they would be under the necessity
of making for church purposes. Of
course, a5 a gopveral rule, there was no
direct promise on the part of the church
people that their votes would be forth-
coming in return for their candidate’s
contribution and yet we have more than
onee heard of ofters of this  kind, and also
of the same offer being made to opposing
candidates. 'Thera, of course were excep-
tions, but it has been a common practic:2
for those who solicit these contributions
to intimate that the result of complianca
would be a large vote from  thoe congrera:
iion immediately interested.

Sach encouragement to bribery, for it is
nothing less than this, ought t» bs em-
phatically discouraged by the clerzy, and
all others interested in the purity of
churches, No amount of denuneiation of
the direct purchase ot votes will havo
much weight so long as this indirect bri-
bery is encouraged and practiced. The
whole system is wrong in its details and
its aggregate and the clergyman who
Lopes to succeed in putting down the evil
must fearlessly expose all its ramilica
tions,

Balded by Federal Uflicers,

Two ** private lotter oftices,”” in Neow
York, vue kept by a man named lHussey,
the other by a man pamed Doyd, wus
raided npon and closed Friday by post-
office ofticials. No arrests were made,but
about 20,000 letters and packages were
seized. Shortly atter 7:30 o’clock the
carriers at epch of these places began

The inspectors then proceeded to
take possession of both offices, and shortly
afterward a truck was driven up to the
doors, t> which a 'age a sortment of let-
ters, pap2rs and eirculars wera transferred
and driven off ') thoe general postoffier.
The total scizure is estimated at 20,000
letters aud eirculars. Such of the carriers
as they were overtaken were discharged,
and the other employees were given their
frecdom, from the fast that the govern-
ment is about to bring suits agawst the
prinecipals. Mr. Blackban, the manager of
Boyd’s dispatzh, says: ¢ I think the ofli-
cials are simply making these raids to
test their power. Our concern has now
been in existence some fifty years, and it
is rather lata in the day to tzll us to stop.

dict in favor of the plaiotit. This verdict
sustains the will as made,

In the case of Catherine Herr, va Henry
Eshelman, reasons for a new trial were
filed.

Tine License Uases.

The court took up the licenses and heard
the applications for new stands and argu-
ments in those which have remonstravces
against them,

A motion was made for a continuance
of the case of John Klump, keeper of a
restaurant on Loecust street, this city, to
enable the vwner of the property to pro-
cure another tenant so that the license to
the house might not be lost. Judge Liv-
ingston stated that in regard to this case ke
bad refused to license this house from
certain facts that came to his knowl-
edge and from persobal observation.
He bhas been taking Sunday walks
around the ecity for some months past in
order to learn something ecoucerning the
runniong of licensed places. In passing
this place one Sunday he found theen
trance open and a great many men passiog
in and out ; he there saw sufliciont to
couvince. him that the law was being
violated by the selling of liquors. With a
view to give this mar, as well as others,
an opportunity to vindicate himsell he
had prepared an affidavit, which was sub-
mitted to Klump and he refused to sign it,
His honor stated that he had knowledge
of other saloon keepers who have violated
the law. Some of tkese he could not reach
as licenses have already been grantod them.
Partios who are suspected of violating the
laws will hereafter be compelled to sign
the affidavit of the kind submitted to
Klump, if they desire a license. 1t reads
as follows :

by intoxicating drink, and that I have
not sold, or caused or permitted to be sold
in my house, or on my premises, any
whisky, brandy, rum, gin, or any other
kind or deseription of intoxicating drink,
or liquor, vot expressly authorized by the
law under the liconse I held. And, I do
further swear, that, il alicense Lo con-
tioue keceping a restanrant be this day
granted to me, by the court, I will,during
its continnance, keep my bar and place of
business closed on each Sabbath day, acd
will not sell, or eause or permit to bo sold,
in my house, or on my premises, on
Sunaay, to any person any alo, beer,
wine, or any other intoxicating drink,
nor will I, at any time, sell, or permit to
be sold, to any minor, or person visibly
affected with, or by intoxicating drink,
any ale, beer, wine, or intoxicating drink.
That I will not at any time, sell or causz
or permit to be sold in my house, or on
my premises, any whisky, brandy, rom, or
any other kind of liquor or intoxieating
drink, which I am not expressly author-
ized to sell under the law, by virtuo of
said license, und that I will not rent any
portion of premises to any club, or permit
the same to be used as a elub room, on the
Sabbath day, so help me Gud.

In regard to hotels his honor stated that
he had also been on the alert aud had sus
picions that the law is violated on Sunday
in some places a great deal nearer the
seat of justice than Klump's. He bas
seen Lhe front of many of these places
open and perzons going in and out on Sun-
day ; men carrying empty buckets were
seen to go in and come out with the vessels
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full. At other places the shutters bave
been bowed, but quickly locked
when he was seen in the
peighborhood. le wanted hotel men

to understand thau they must comply
with the law also, and he had prepared an
effidavit for the ** shaky” ones to sign
if they desire a license, Counsel may as
well inform their clients who keep hotel
in regard to their duties in ruoning their
place according to law. For if the court
ascertains that the violations of law con-
tinue, every man applying for hotel or
restauraut licemsa will be compelled to
sign these aflidavits, The one prepand
for the hotel men reads as follows :

Nor will I sell
to any perron on Sunday, or furnish liquor
on Sunday to any one to bedrank on my
premises, but will keep and conduct my
house as the law and my license requires
it should be kept, so help me God,

THE LANUCASTEK Hiull SCHOOL.

Comphmented by & Western Edaeator.

The following is taken from an address
of Prof. H. B. Jacobs, late president of
the Indisna state teachers’ association. It
is understood to refer to the high school
of this city, visited some time ago by Prof.
Jacobs. These observations of a disin-
terested stranger are highly satisfactory
to our local system.

Sume months ago, while ou a virit East,
I bad the pleasure of visiting the Boys’
high school of one of our eastern cities, I
was impressed with the manly bearing of
the pupils and the earnest and enthusias-
tic mauner in which they engaged in their
work. Every one seemed inspired with a
desire to acquive some new, higher knowl-
edge. Somehow the very atmosphere
seemed to impress one with the fact that
there was thorough training in that
school. In eonversation with the broad
and cultured principal, he said - ** Mr,
Jacobs, wa do uot attempt to teach every
thing here, but we aim to teach some
important things we!l. We aim to fix
tirmly in the minds of these puapils some
leading truths of the subjects they are
studying, and the rest will take care of
themselves. We are teaching,” he contin
ued, *‘ulso the gospel of wonder. When we
have aroused a spirit of wonder in the
minds of these boys, getting them inter-
ested in their studisg, so as to wonder at
the truths presented ; when they become
awake to the wonders of the heavens above
and the earth beneath ; when they wonder
at themselves, we think we have made ex-
cellent progress in their educaiion, and in
preparing them for future usefulpess.”
e said more. **We have been in this
building.” he remarked, *‘now seven
years. Yousece the surroundings. [ have
not seen, in all that time, a seratch or
mark of any kind about this school, that
would indicate an impure thought on the
part of any one of these pupils. I do not
speak of this to boast of it, I know what
boys are. lonly give you the facts. Who
can estimate the value to any community
of the teacher who can exerciso sunch moral
influence over a hundred boys who come,
cach year, from all prades of society in
one of our large eitics. The cluss drills in
that schiool were imdeed intellectual feasts
of useful, quickening knowledge, of which
tho pupils partook with a relish, We felt
it was gomd to be there.
